orous intellect, and the constantly increas- 
ing stores of knowledge and the wealth of 
a warm and earnest piety, to the service 
of his Master. For a few years he laboured 
among the churches on the east end of the 
Island, especially at Sag Harbour, where his 
ministry was attended by a powerful revival 
of religion, in which about one hundred and 
fifty persons were hopefully converted. So 
recently as 1845 the pastor at Sag Harbour 
bore this testimony :—“ The stamina of this 
church at this time, the piety and wisdom 
of the eldership, the ability and efficiency of 
Sabbath-school instruction, in a word, its 
power of doing good, are obviowgly to be 
traced to the revival of 1808-9.” These 
were the first fruits, and such the abiding 
fruits, of this good man’s ministry. 

After leaving Sag Harbour, he preached 
for some time at Freshpond and Smithtown, 
‘where a revival was also enjoyed, and some

Barnes. on the Way of Salvation. 


In noticing the volume of Sermons on 
the Way of Salvation, by the Rev. Albert 
Barnes, which appeared not long since, we 
took some exception to the book on account 
of the meagerness of its doctrinal views. 
Though our remarks might justly have 
been more condemnatory, we have reason 
to know, that mild as they were, they were 
attributed to personal prejudice. That 
our readers may see how it is regarded by 
parties who must be admitted to be dis- 
interested, we subjoin the following notice 
of the discourses from the News of the 
Churches, a journal published in Edinburgh, 
Scotland. 

„The discourses are pleasing, popular exbi- 
bitions of the truth. Their aim, apparently, 
if we may judge by the result, is to un e 
rather than to defend. The preacher, be- 
ginning with the ‘ Excellency of e Bible,’ 
travels over the whole range of the doctrines 
of salvation, down to ‘The nature of the 
Spirit’s work,’ and the ‘Importance of jus- 
tification by faith.’ Yet we look in vain for 
any philosophical defence of the cardinal 
doctrines of Christianity. He seems to have 
a singular facility in pursuing a train of 
thought that shall lead him to the externals 
of a dogtrine—those - secondary considera- 
tions that give it beauty, appropriateness, 


 Mpatance, 
the last discourse of the Walden, the author 
sets himself to inquire why the doctrine of 


justification by faith has such importance 


and power? In answering the inquiry, he 
shows that the doctrine sets all men on an 
equal footing—that it humbles pride—and 
that it is favourable to freedom of thought 
and liberality in religion—illustrating bis 
views by apposite allusions to the histo 

of Protestant Christianity in Europe. This 
is the whole sermon. You search in vain 


for the slightest attempt to account for the 


power of faith over the inner life and soul 
of man. So far as variety and facility of il- 
lustration are concerned, the discourses are 
very valuable, but they are not to be con- 
sidered as a system of doctrines, logically 
elaborated or sustained by argument. In- 
deed, the author expressly disclaims for 
them this character. He sets himself in 


every sermon to answer the difficulties that 


may present themselves to a sincere inquirer, 
taking the tendencies of such a mind as ‘the 


secret guide to his thoughts and arguments.’ 


But he scarcely comes up, we think, to his 


own standard. There are many difficulties 


common to such minds as those for whom 
he professes to write which are passed by in 
silence, and a still greater number. which 
are stifled rather than resolved. The author 
thinks his readers will recognize in the work 
the influence of Bishop Butler. We only 
wish, it had been more apparent. 

“In his exposition of doctrine he does 
not take very high ground. He differs 
very materially from the old Calvinists in 


his views as to the nature of the atonement. 


The necessity of the atonement he main- 
tains clearly. But he considers that there 
is no such thing as a transference by impu- 
tation or otherwise of the guilt of the sinner 


‘to the Holy One and the Just. Jesus saf- 


fered that. the universe might know that 


God will not pass by transgression, that an 


exhibition might be given of the divine ha- 
tred of sin, and that the awakened sinner 
himself might feel that God could extend 
pardon to him, and yet maintain the hon- 
our of his government. Yet there is no 
natural connection between the sinner and 
the Redeemer—merely a volantary arrange- 
ment was entered into by which Christ un- 
dertook to illustrate in his own person the 
evil effects of transgression, and the divine 
sense of the nature of sin. And thus, in 
the divine administration, the difficulty of 
reconciling justice and mercy is overcome 
by a device to which no parallel has ever 
vet been discovered in any, human govern- 
ment, however perfect. He discusses all 
kindred topics—such as the justifying right- 
eousness of Christ, and justification by faith 
—on the same principle. The leading doc- 
trine having been hinted at, the tenor of 
the whole can be easily imagined. The 
volume is a popular exposition of Christian 
doctrine, suited to an inquiring mind. The 
school of theology to which be belongs we 
have sufficiently indicated.”
